War May End Before 
Congress Meets, 


Gen. Otis Can Efiect it by 
Capturing Aguinaldo, 


Band of Scouts Said to Be in the

The Major-General Has the Entire 
Confidence of the President and 
His Authority Will be Enlarged. 
Secretary Root’s Desire.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World's Hotel Cham- 
Plain special says that as the result of 
inside information, the correspondent 
is able to make the positive 
announcements: 

President McKinley that ‘the 
war in the Philippines will be ended 
before the meeting of Congress in De- 
cember. The capture of Aguinaldo,. 
which the administration believes will 
put an immediate stop to the insurrec- 
tion, is anticipated daily. It is not 
generally known, but the fact never- 


theless’is that Maj.-Gen. Otis has a 


band of native scouts reconnoitering 
in the enemy’s territory, and his. re- 
ports indicate that he believes’ the 
capture of the insurgent chieftain is 
not a long way off. 

Maj.-Gen. Otis will not be relieved 
of his command. On the contrary, his 
authority will be enlarged. President 
McKinley, Vice-President Hobart and 
all’ prominent members of the admin- 


istration have absolute confidence in- 


Gen. Otis. The President is not sur- 
prised or chagrined because of any. 
failure to put down the rebellion before 
thé beginning of the rainy season.’ The 
President feel§ that the task which 


Gen. Otis had before - him was colossal.

IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.+-[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] . Secretary Root and Gen. 
Corbin will, at the request of the 
President, visit Lake Champlain, Au- 
gust 12, to remain several days. Dur- 
ing this conference the whole Philip- 
pine situation. will be gone into thor- 
oughly. 

With a provisional army of 15,000 

already organizing, 30,000 regulars al- 
ready in the Philippines, three volun- 
teer regiments organizing there, and 
the non-combatants of the Signal and 
Hospital Corps, a total of ‘about 50,000 
men, has already been provided, but 
Secretary Root would like to see this 
number still further increased by sev- 
eral additional regiments of the regu- 
lar army. Gen. Lawton, it is under- 
stood, is anxious for more cavalry 
troops, and it is thought not improb- 
able that this request will be complied 
with. 
The plan of operations for-the fall 
campaign contemplates the division of 
the island into several military de- 
partments, and Gen. Lawton will have 
command of the one In which the cav- 
alry troops will operate. It is prob- 
able that Gen. Wheeler will be given 
command of a brigade of cavalry in 
Gen. Lawton’s military department. 
The boundary ilne of this department 
will embrace the territory in which 
there will prebably be the heaviest 
fighting, so that nominally Gen. Law- 
ton will be in direct charge of the 
most important forces fn the field. 

In this way Gen. Otia will be re- 
lieved of much of the responsibility 
in connection with the conduct of the 
war, and will be more free ‘to perform 
the duties of military governor. 


LAST MILITARY HONORS. 


Will Be Paid to Remains of Col, 
Hawkins Today.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4.—The body 
of Col. Alexander Hawkins of the 
Tenth Pennsylvania Regiment will re- 
ceive the last military honors in this 
city tomorrow afternoon.

BALINAG SURROUNDED. 


COL; PAGE HAS TROUBLE HOLDING 
THE TOWN. 


Country Between There and San Isi- 
dro Had to Be Evacuated on Ac- 
count of a Lack of Troops Pie 
Which ‘to Garrison It. 


[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Aug. 4-—The Tribune's 
special correspondence from Manila, 


next campaign can hardly begin 
sooner than November, although the 
country may dry up enough to war- 
rant the American troops to take the 
field by the miiddle of October. The 
American army, during the rainy sea- 
son, can hardly be expected to do 
anything more than hold what it has 
gained and prepare for the next cam- 
paign.

“The insurrectionists are ih posses- 
sion of three-fourths of the railroad 
and rolling stock. They have twenty- 
seven of the road’s- locomotives, while 
the Americans have only four. The 
rest of the rolling stock is also dis- 
tributed between the two parties in a 
like ratio. The Americans hold thg 
country east of San Fernando. They 
hold: all the towns along the railroad 
to San Fernando, as well as Balinag. 

Reports continually come from Bali- 
nag that the town is entirely sur- 
rounded by the enemy and is about to 
be carried by assault. But Col. Page 
and the Third Infantry have so far 
driven the rebels back, with disas- 
trou loss every time they assaulted the 
town, and he declares he can hold it 
for an indefinite period, although his 
position there is by no means an easy 
one. Supplies and mail can be car- 
ried to Balinag from the railroad only, 
under an escort of not less than 150 
men, who are 
somewhere along the road, both going 
and coming. The insurgents have 
their intrenchments drawn well around 
San Fernando and Balinag, and their 
outposts are in sight of those of the 
Americans. 

An officer from San Fernando said 
today that the insurgents seemed never 
to relax their vigilance. At San Fer- 
nando two determined attacks along 
the whole rebel line were made last 
week. The second engagement. lasted 
three hours, when the insurgents were 
driven back with heavy losses. Bullets 
fly continually over both places, and 
stray bullets occasionally find victims. 

The country north of Balinag that 
|Gen. Lawton’s troops marched over to 
San Isidro had all to be evacuated 
owing to the lack of troops to garrison 
the captured towns and will have to be 
retaken when the next campaign opens. 

The insurgents are continually re- 
ceiving fresh supplies and arms. At 
Paranaque a week ago they astonished 
the Americans by bringing out some 
modern field pieces. Heavy shipments 
of arms are said to be constantly ar- 
riving from Japan and Australia, and, 
it is said, even from Europe. Cartridges 
picked up in the insurgent trenches 
bear the trade mark of a big manufac- 
turing firm in the United States. The 
insurgents have their factories where 
‘they manufacture cartridges and other 
munitions of .war. If they were kept 
on the run they would have no time to 
so equip themselves, that they could 
return after every defeat better able 
to fight than they were before. 


EXTRA PAy ATUITOUS, 


Treasury heoteien » that it Generally 
Dies with Beneficiarics. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Assistant Comptroller 
of the Treasury has decided that the 
extra pay granted to the officers and 
enlisted men of the volunteer army in 
the Spanish-American war, under act 
of March 3, 1889, is not payable to the 
heirs of such officers and men in the 
case of the death of the beneficiaries, 
who may die efter discharge from the 
service without having received extra 
pay. 

He holds that extra pay is a gratuity, 
and if not reduced to a possession by 
the soldier after his discharge from 
service, in case the soldier should die, 
his: claim for extra pay dies with -him 
and cannot be regarded as part of his 
estate. It can, however, be paid to the

HOMES LOST. 


Towns Swept Away in 
Florida, 


Cyclone’s Ravages Make Many 
Destitute 


Railroad Washe 
Ships Wrecked. 


Five Unidentified Bodies Recovered 
from the Wrecks and Many Other 
Persons are Fatally Injured by 
the Terrific Wind and Rain. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

RIVER JUNCTION (Fla.,) Aug. 4.— 

The moet disastrous cyclone that ever 
visited this section of Florida, com- 
pletely annihilated Carrabelle and 
Lanark Inn, south of here, .Thursday. 
At Carrabelle only nine houses of thé 
prosperous town are ‘standing. The 
Mayor states that 200 families are with- 
out homes, and many are completely 
destitute. At McIntyre only twenty 
houses mark the site of the town. Lan- 
ark Inn was blown into the gulf. 
“The Carrabelle, Tallahassee and 
Georgia Railroad is washed away for 
a distance of thirty miles. A passen- 
ger train was blown from the track 
and carried more than one hundred 
yards by the wind. 

Many passengers were injured, 
are unobtainable. 
Mary Williams, colored, was killed at 
Carrabelle. Numerous others sus- 
tained broken arms and legs. Daniel 
Nell of Apalachicola sustained a 
broken skull, and is not expected to re- 
covér. No fatalities are reported from 
McIntyre or Lanark. 

Fifteen ships lying at:anchor: ta. 
Island Cove and Upper Anchorage are’ 
high and dry at St. Georges and Dog: 
Island. Nothing remains of them but. 
a mags of wreckage. When the Ital- 
ian bark Gortesia struck she split in_ 
two from stem to stern. Among the. 
lother vessels wrecked were the Nor- 
wegian barks Ranavalo, Wale, Jaffnér, 
Hindoo and Elizabeth,.the Russian 
bark Latarm and, three pilot boats. and , 
the steamers Oila and. Capitola. Forty 
boats under twenty tons were lost,. 
Nothing of the entire fleet can be saved. 
Five unidentified bodies were recovered 
today, supposed to be sailors.

Telegraphic communi- 
cation with the coast has not yet been 
established, but -the extent of the 
storm and loss of life will probably be 
known when the train returns.

per, that Gov.-Gen. Brooke, 
Gen. Ludlow, military governor of 
Havana; Collector Tasker Bliss and 


Maj. Davis, sanitary officer at Ha- 
vana, have been receiving extra allow- 
ances out of the Cuban revenues to 
maintain. themselves in luxury. The 


‘feeling among Americans in Havana 


is that:this charge is based upon a se- 
rious misapprehension of the facts of 
the case. 7 : 
The suggestion of luxurious living 
perplexes the Cubans, who are in a 
position to contrast the democratic 
way in which the men holding’ the 
high ranks of Gens. Brooke and Lud- 
low conduct their estabNshments with 


the prodigal habits of the old Span- 


ish régime. As to the charge that 
Gen. Brooke has expended money in 
repairing the palace, the Americans 
reply that this old and historic struc- 
ture had either to be repaired and re- 
modeled or to be pulled down, and 
consequently about $100,000 has been 
e nded on it. 

Te ts pointed out, that, instead of 
being, as heretofore, the private resi- 
dence of the Governor-General, the 
palace is now a veritable network of 
public offices, including one large 
wing devoted to the mayor and mu- 
nicipal officials. Gen. pri- 
vate offices are unequal to what 
would be allowed him at any station 
in the United States. Aside from 
the general reception-room, his apart- 
ments are only modestly furnished. 
As to the Governor-General’s carriage 
and horses, the fact is that the neces- 
sary expenditure in this direction does 
not come out of the insular funds, but 
is met by the United States. Gen. 
Brooke’s coachman is paid in the same 
way. As to the members of his staff, 
it Is hardly ‘to be expected that an 
official of Gen. Brooke’s ‘mHitary and 
administrative status would pay his 
own transportation expenses. 

The same answer to the charge can 
be made in the case of Gen. Ludlow, 
who has only a few rooms, and is liter- 
ally surrounded with officers. He 
has very few servants. Not many 
men of equal rank and means in the 
United States would be content with 
what satisfies Gen. Ludlow. 

Brig.-Gen. Lee lives in_ a house 
which he rents, and Gens. Wilson and 
Wood, the military governors of the 
departments of Matanzas, Santa Clara 
and Santiago live most democratically. 

As for Col. Bliss and Maj. Davis 
army officers of their rank who hold 
high administrative offices, especially 
in this most expensive country, the 
opinion is generally expressed that it 
is only fair to make ‘them a reason- 
able allowance to cover what is reas- 


onable. 


CENSUS OF CUBA. 


Inhabitants of the Island to Be 
Enumerated This Year. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says 
that the President directed that the 
census of Cuba be taken as soon as 
possible. The matter has been ener- 
getically taken up by the War De- 
partment, with the expectation of 
completing the work and furnishing the 
principal results to Congress at the 
opening of the next session. 

Gen. Brooke has appointed five 
superintending enumerators, who are 
now on their way to Washington to 
receive instructions as to the manner 
of taking the census and to familiar- 
ize themselves with American methods 
of insuring accuracy in the data to be 
obtained. 

It is determined that the Cuban cen- 
sus shall be finished before the cen- 
sus of the United States, including 
Porto Rico, begins. The object of 
haste in determining the condition of 
affairs statistically in Cuba is to 
furnish to Congress such an exhaustive 
statement of facts that legislation for 
the future of the island may be 
promptly and intelligently accom- 
Plished.; 

It is expected that the President 
will be able to include a summary of 
the results in his next message, and at 
the same time furnish a preliminary 
report of the census with the prospect 
of giving the Senate and House the 
final and complete detailed report by 
the middle of January. 

It is not intended to secure simply 
an enumeration of the inhabitants of 
the island, but to determine as near 
as possible the agricultural and indus- 
trial condition. The last Spanish 
census of Cuba was taken in 1887. By 
it the population was said to be 1,- 
631.687 persons, of whom nearly 65 
per cent. were white. ; 

Army officers who have been con- 
nected with the Cuban administration 
since the American occupation began, 
estimate that this total has fallen to 
about 1,300,000. The census of 1887 
gave nearly 600,000 horses and mules; 
2,500,000 cattle, and 600.000 pigs in the 
island. These, according to army of- 
ficers. have practically disappeared as 
a result of the long war.

Yesterday the Erie Failroad, which is 
controlled by J. Pierpont Morgan, filed 
a protest and made an appeal for ar- 
bitration, but the complaint is of+ sec- 
ondary purport to the avowal of the 
policy of the Vanderbilts to destroy all 
opposition to the formation of a rail- 
road trust. The Vanderbilts, too, re- 
vealed their plan of wiping out all 
privileges accorded to the lines that 
have less facility for making time and 
furnishing handsome trains. 

It was stated yesterday that the re- 
fusal of' the Michigan Central and 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, 
railroad to cease selling reduced ex- 
cursion tickets from the West to Port- 
land, Me., via Boston, and the conse- 
quent refusal of the Grand Trunk Rail- 


road to cease selling similar reduced | 


excursion tickets to Boston, and to re- 
turn to the rate basis agreed upon by 
the railway presidents at the recent 
conference, had not only led to an in- 
fraction of the agreement by other 
trunk lines, but to a decision by the 
Erie Railroad to be bound no longer 
by its terms. The Erie took out its 
low rate in accordance with the result 
of the railroad presidents’ conference, 
but it has now notified the arbitrators 
that it considers the present condition 
of passenger rates as unjustifiable dis- | 
crimination against New York. 

There will be an effort made to patch 
matters up at another meeting of 
railroad presidents, but it is asserted 
that the effort will fail. : |

near Thirty-sixth street, where the 
doctor tried to make a spech, but the 
police ordered him out. Up Sixth ave- 
nue to Longacre went the wagon. 
There Dr. Crowe planted the barrel on 
asphalt, poured over it two quarts of 
oil and applied a match. The flames 
ereckled and licked up the figure.

FATAL SHOTS. 


WILLIAM MITCHELLKILIS JOHN 
SHEHAN AT GROVELAND. 


Murderer is a Deputy Sheriff and 
Oonstable and Was Jcalous of 
the Attentions Paid to 
His Wife. 


Shooting Took Place in Front of 
the Postoffice—The Dying Man 
Did not Return His 
Enemy’s Fire.

STOCKTON, Aug. 4.—William Mitch- 
eil shot and killed John Shehan at 
«troveland, a small town on the Valley 
road in Tuolumne county, this morn- 
ing, about 10 o’clock. The alleged 
cause of the tragedy is said to be the 
attentions Shehan has been paying 
Mitchell’s wife. Though Mitchell pro- 
tested, friends claim that they have 
been expecting a tragedy for some 
weeks. 

The men met in front of the Grove- 
land postoffice, and Mitchell immedi- 
ately opened fire. Four shots were 
fired by him, and all of them took ef- 
fect. Either of them, it is said, would 
have proved fatal, as Mitchell is such 
@ good shot that he placed them in 
vital spots. Shehan did not return the 
fire, but sank to the ground and ex- 
pired about twenty-five minutes after- 
ward when moved to a house near by. 

The murderer escaped during the 
confusion, and secured quite a lead be- 
fore the authorities started after 
him. He was a deputy sheriff and 
constable, and is familiar with the 
mountain country and will not be 
easily arrested.

Its main 
office was in Rochester, N. Y., and its 
lead mines and property in Waneta, 
B. C., the Kootenai mining district. The 
company had, under a ten-year lease 
with privilege of indefinite renewal, 
all properties owned by the Kootenai 
Hydraulic Mining Company, including 
ten placer claims averaging’ eighty 
acres each, three others soon to be 
granted and valuable water rights on 
the Pen d’Orvile River. 

Big profits were assured, and upon 
these representations many persons in- 
vested. A request from the officers for 
a payment of a 2 per cent. assessment, 
however, did not meet with general 
favor among shareholders.

NO EVIDENCE. 


COUNT VON MUNSTER REASSURES 
THE PRIME MINISTER, 


Anti-Dreyfusards Dismayed at the 
Cordial Nature of the Meeting. 
Baron Rothschild Denies a Story, 
The Secret Dossier. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


PARIS, Aug. 4.—[Exclusive  Dis- 
patch.] A significant scene today in 
the remarkable drama in which Capt. 
Dreyfus plays the leading role was 
the meeting between Count von Mun- 
ster, the German Ambassador to 
Paris, and Prime Minister Waldeck- 
Rousseau. Von Munster called upon 
the Premier as a result of the asser- 
tion of Gen. Mercier that he was in 
possession of evidence that showed 
Dreyfus to be guilty. They were 
closeted together for some time, and 
the meeting was very cordial. Fytends 
of Dreyfus assert that the AmbaSsador 
gave his word that he holds no evi- 
dence against the accused man, and 
the anti-Dreyfusards are rather dis- 
mayed at the cordial nature of the 
meeting. 

Baron Edmond de Rothschild has 
written to thé Temps denying the 
story to the effect that the alleged 
Dreyfus syndicate had paid immense 
sums to subsidize Socialists and revo-. 
lutionary papers. The charge was orig- 
inally made by M. de Grandmaison, 
who claimed that many § struggling 
persons had suddenly become affluent, 
and told the Court of Cassation that 
Rothschild had explained to a mu- 
tual friend that they had been subsi- 
dized. 

Absurd measures are being taken 
for the protection of the secret dos- 
sier. It has been placed in a strong 
box specially loaned by the Credit 
Lyonnais, and will be taken 'to Rennés 
by M. Chamoin. Le Matin has for- 
warded Esterhazy’s confession that 
he wrote the bordereau to the court- 
martial, and it is also intended to use 
his articles on Gen. Gonse and other 
disgraced chieftains of the army. It 
has been determined that the court 
shall adjourn for a few days as soon 
as it organizes and opens. 

DREYFUS RE-TRIAL.

Pronounces the Bill Agreed Upon 
by the Caucus Committee to Be 
Wisely Conservative—Thinks the 
Parity of All Money Will Be Pro- 
vided for by Law.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 4-—H. dH. 
Hanna, chairamn of the Executive 
Committee of the Monetary Convention, 
has returned from a sojourn in the 
East, a part of which was spent in con- 
sultation with members of the Senate 
Finance Committee at Narragansett 
Pier. Hanna expressed himself as en- 
tirely satisfied with the prospects for 
financial legislation at the next ses- 
sion. ; 

“The bill agreed upon,” said he, “by 
the Caucus Committee of the House at 
Atlantic City is wisely conservative, 
and I am sufficiently familiar with the 
general principles upon which the Sen- 
ate committee is working to express 
great satisfaction over the outlook for 
very important gold-standard legisla- 
tion during the next session of Con- 
gress. I have excellent grounds to be- 
lieve the majority in both houses will 
agree in shaping and enacting a law 
consistent, in a broad and courageous 
way, with the pledges offered the peo- 
ple in the plank in the St. Louis plat- 
form. 

“Those who advocated and worked 
for sound money then have been com- 
pelled by the existing conditions in 
Congress with the silver majority in 
the Senate, to wait long for the fruition 
ef their labors, but I am sure they-will 
be greatly pleased with what we all 
believe to be the first and most im- 
portent step in the revision of our 
money laws. 

“Those who believe in the good faith 
of the St. Louis declaration will not be 
disappointed. I am confident that we 
shall have a law establishing the gold 
standard with supplementary legisla- 
tion, as is necessary to maintain the 
parity of all our torms of money,”

The fol- 
lowing night an attack was made by a 
masked mob on the third church, 
which was demolished with sexes and 
heavy pieces of timbers, after’ being 
riddled with bullets. Instead cf burn- 
ing the building, the mob cut it to 
pieces to prevent the collection of in- 
surance, Religious bocks in the 
churches were torn to pieces in the 
presence of the elders, who were or- 
dered to leave at once, or be killed.

GROWING INDUSTRY. 


GOATFLESH PLACED ON SALE IN 


CHICAGO MARKETS. 


The Animals are Chiefly of the An- 


gora Kind and Make Good Eat- 
ing—Skins Valuable for Many 
Purposes—What Dr. Devoe Says. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—The Daily News 


“Thousands of goats are bought, 
slaughtered and placed on the mar- 
kets of Chicago and sold as mutton by 
some packers at the stockyards, This 
traffic is carried on most extensively 
during the winter and early spring, 
up to and including the month of 
April. The goats and kids are prin- 
cipally of the Angora kinds, and come 
from the Northwest, while a few are 
shipped in from the South. The latter 
are of the common goat species, and 


do not find as ready sale as the An- 


goras. 
“Besides being very palatable as a 
food, the Angora goat and kid are 
used for other purposes. The skins of 
the goat are used for making floor 
mats and robes for babies. while the 
skin of the kid is used for trimming 


furs. 
“Dr. W. S. Devoe of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, when asked today 


in regard to goats being sold for mui- 
ton, said: ‘They certainly are quite 
free from disease; are fat. and make 
excellent eating. Of course. the very 
common “Billy goat’ would have a 
tendency to be strong and have a bad 
odor. There is no law to prevent them 
being sold, and when we find them in 
the packing-houses they are inspected, 
the same as other carcasses.’ 

“The records at the yards show that 
some weeks as high as 8000 goats have 
been received.”

OLD CHARTS SUPPORT ALASKAN 
BOUNDARY CLAIMS. 


Russians and Americans 
Have Located the Line Just 
Where This Country Contends 
That it Should Be—Gold Caused 
the Contention. | 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—A special ,to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
all the evidence obtainable here dis- 
credits the assertion of John Zachert, 
mining expert, that monuments were 
erected along the Alaskan boundary 
line in 1833 and that charts showing 
the location of the monuments are in 
existence. It is believed there that if 
such monuments existed they would 
have been discovered recently by the 
miners. 

The government map collections 
brings out one important fact; that is, 
that all the old maps, American and 
British, locating the boundary just as 
is claimed by the United States official 
admiralty charts, bearing date from 
1802 to the time of the cession of 
Alaska, differ somewhat as to the con- 
figuration of the coast and the isl- 
ands that lie along it, but all show 
the boundary line parallel to the wind- 
ings of the coast, ten marine leagues 
from the shore, just as it is asserted 
to be by the United States. 

Evidently the Russian government 
never had any doubt as to the location 
of the boundary. But the British gov- 
ernment also held the same views. 
British admiralty charts from the 
earliest to the latest accessible, that 
of 1887, mark the boundary as on the 
American maps. It was not until 1895 
that ~-Canada raised the question 
whether the boundary line ran where 
the United States, Great’ Britain, Rus- 
sia and all the map makers of the 
world had uniformly plnoeh it.

He not only 
called it that, but, in naming moun- 
tains on each side of the channel, he 
gave British names to the mountains 
on the south side and American names 
to those on the north side.

G. J. A. asks ss fellows: T proved 
up on a government homestead in 1*97, 
I have not received mv patent fcr 
this land, but found ou: my land was 
sold 1898 for taxes. 

(1.) How does it come that taxes 
are paid on government Iand? (2; AmI 
obliged to pay taxcs before a pitent 
or deed is issued? (3) How log is a 
patent delayed? (4) Will I be notified 
from the land office when my patent 
is here? 

While the government has the ti le; 
that is, until a patent is issued and de- 
livered no taxes can be properly as- 
sessed on land. A patent should issue. 
in a very short time after proving up 
a homestead claim or after purchase. 

The levy was made no doubt through 
a conjecture of the Assesor that you 
had received your patent and had not 
recorded it. 

And probably the patent was issued 
at the time, but through some over- 
sight it was not delivered to you, and 
you were not notified. The title, how- 
ever, would not pass until the patent 
reached you. 

You are entitled to treat the sale for 
taxes, as void, or to have any tax 
deed issued set aside and can recover 
back any money you have to pay to 
redeem. 

You would better see the tax officers 
and explain; also the register and ask 
for your patent; or write to the Land 


Qommissioner, Washington, D. C., 
about it.

Should not something 
be done? 

A private corporation cannot be hin- 
dered from temporary suspension of 
business, especially in another State. 
In a proper case a charter may be 
forfeited by non-use. If a corporation 
merely ceases to do business perma- 
nently in a State other than that of its 
origin, it ceases to exist there. The 
obligaions, however, entered into be- 
fore are enforcible. against the ecor- 

poration in the home State; where, 
also, if necessary, a receiver mav be 
appointed with the usual powers. 

At home a stockholder has a right 
to require business to proceed or else 
force a dissolution and settlement. 

LANDS—HOUSES. 

T. U. R.—Where a house is built 
on leased land upon solid and perma- 
nent foundations it becomes a part 
of the land and so belongs to the 
owner of the land; otherwis2, if it

SELF-DEFENSE. 

L. D.—The law of self-defense as a 
justification for homicide is in general 
well guarded now and has not the lat- 
itude it once had. In order to justify 
a homicide on the ground of self-de- 
ep the danger menacing must have

under a well-founded belief that it 
was absolutely necessary at that time 
to pervent great bodily harm. The 


apprehension to life or limb which jus- 


tifies a man in takine the life of an- 
other must be an honest one—one 


that is well founded, and must arise’ 
But a, 


out of a reasonable cause. 
cause. which originates in the fault 
of the person himself, by his own mis- 
conduct, cannot be considered reason- 
able, or sufficient in law, to support 
a well-grounded apprehension of im- 
minent danger to his person. #rror 
of apprehension the law _ overlooks 
when a-man is called upon to act on 
appearances; but it does not overlook 
dishonesty of apprehension. Hence a 
real or apparent necessity, brought 
about by the design, contrivance or 
fault of the slayer cannot be availed of 
as a defense for the commission of a 
crime. And no man, by his own law- 
less acts can create a necessity for 
acting in self-defense; and, thereupon, 
killing the person with whom he seeks 


the difficulty interpose the plea of self-,, 
The plea of necessity is a' 
shield for those only who are without 


defense.

MONOPOLIES. 

P. R. D.—A monopoly exists where 
all or nearly all of an article of trade 
or commerce within a community or 
district is brought into the hands of 
one man or set of men, so as to prac- 
tically bring the handling or produc- 
tion of the commodity or thing within 
such single control to the exclusion of 
competition or free traffic therein, and 
anything else than this is not a mo-

EXECUTION—PATENT RIGHT. 

D. L.—A patent right is not tangible 
property, but is an incorporeal right, 
being a personal favor or monopoly 
granted to a particular person by- the 
United States government, and is cre- 
ated and regulated entirely by federal 
legislation, and is not subject to levy 
and sale upon execution; and if a 
creditor of the patentee can have the 
patent right subjected to the satisfac- 
tion of his judgement at all, it can be 
done only by a court of equity acting 
in person, and compelling the pat- 
entee to make an aSssignment (115 Cal., 
211.) Assignment is the only method 
by which it can be transferred; the 
mere advertising and. selling of it on 
notice could convey nothing to the pur- 
chaser, 


GREAT SNAKES! 


How They Crawl and Fight in Penn- 
sylvania. 

([Philadeiphia Times:] The harvest 
of Pennsylvania snake _ stories 
year promises to break all previous 
records, but the shake crop is being 
harvested, as well as the crop of 
snake stories. At the Glenolden snake 


farm, in Delaware county, Dr. Mc- 
Farland, of the--Medico-Chirurgical 
College, has an extensive and inter- 


esting experimental collection of liv- 
ing copperheads, rattles and other ven- 
omous serpents. One of his rattle- 
Snakes measures eight feet in length 
and a foot in diameter... Once a week 
Dr. McFarland manages to obtain 
from this monster snake poison enough 
to kill a thousand people. Captur- 


ing snakes for Dr. McFarland has be- 


come a business on the Loyalsock, 
where rattlesnakes are so numerous 
this season that many woodsmen have 
quit work for fear of being bitten. 
As many as sixty rattlers have been 
killed near one camp in that region. 
Most of the shipments of rattlesnakes 
from the Loyalsock are made from 
Pine Station, but over four hundred 
rattlers and copperheads were re- 
cently shipped from Fayette county 
to the snake farm at Glenolden. While 
catching snakes on the Loyalsock for 
Dr. McFarland, J. J. Garris was 
bitten on the hand by a rattler. He 
plastered the wound with chewed to- 
bacco, and, putting his finger in his 
mouth successfully drew out the 
poison: 

This year’s snake stotics nearly all 
relate some eccentriciiy on the part 
of the reptiles. Benjamin Vannoy 
of West Falls township, Monroe coun- 
ty, while driving to Milford, came 
across a rattlesnake four feet nine 
inches in length. It had eleven rat- 
tles. This snaké was evidently fond 
of spring chicken, for, after killing it, 
Mr. Vannoy found that it had its fangs 
fastened in‘ a young fowl. . 

At Pine .Grove Church, Perry 
county, a snake made its appearance 
among the worshipers while they were 
at prayer. It was not a dangerous 
reptile, but it caused a panic in: the 
church. Near Salladasburg a four- 
year-old son of Luke Olmstead, who 
was picking berries. in. a field, com- 
plained that something had stung him. 
The swelling, soon showed that it was 


the sting of.a rattler. Mrs. C. H. 
Bussom, of South Williamsport was 
attacked by a five-foot rattlesnake 


while wheeling. baby carriage in the 
street. The huge snake coiled itself 
around her ankle, and was preparing 
to strike when she thrust a parasol 
through the squirming.coils, and thus 
Joosened its hold. As soon as she was 
free she ran screamin down _ the 
street, but a number of boys took up 
the battle, and succeeded in ‘killing 
the snake. Near Hanover, however, 
a woman, Mrs..Anna Haverstock, had 
the courage to kill a huge-black.snake. 
Less fortunate than either. of . these 
ladies, Miss Mary -Kegerrels of Fan- 
nettsburg, Franklin county,@was-so un- 
nerved by seeing a snake cross her 
path while she was making her way 
across the mountains wn a bicycle 
that she fell from her wheel, and was 
made a cripple for life,. .. 

In the South Mountain, over which 
Lee’s army. crosséd:' on the way to 
Gettysburg, there is a famous black- 
snake known as the. Mount Alto mons- 
ter. It was already a _ good-sized 
snake at the time of the battle of 
Gettysburg, and now it is is described 
as being as 
“thick as a stovepipe and long accord- 
ingly.” The monster was last met 
by Dr. W. E. Holland of Fayetteville, 


while driving along the Frankstown 


road. The reptile was stretched in 
the dust across the road. At the 
sight of it, the horse Dr. Holland was 
driving became frantic, but instead of 
attacking the plunging animal, the 
snake curled into the underbrush and 
slowly crawled away. When the doc- 
tor told of his encounter, a posse of 
mountaineers started in pursuit of the 
monster. Armed with guns, they 
vowed that the snake would. not es- 
cape them this time, and they suc- 
ceeded in finding the _ reptile. The 
snake was evidently expecting them. 
for it received them standing erect 
on its tail end, menacing them with 
a noise like that of a “crazed bull in 
a fight.” One of the posse, Bill 
Smith, fired, and then the whole party 
beat a hasty retreat. At last accounts 
the Mont Alto monster was still un- 
‘After reading the ‘story of Dr. Hol- 
land’s encounter with the Mont Alto 
monster one of his neighbors wrote 
to the Chambersburg Repository In de- 
fense of that much-abused reptile, the 
blacksnoke. Indeed. this authority on 
blacksnakes doés more than defend the 
monster—he points out its virtues. He 
soys the blacksnske is the mortal

That the bliscksnake can be very 
vicious in spite of the many good 
qualities is shown by the experience 
of the little two-year-old daughter of 
Richard Branning of Deep Hilover, Co- 
lumbia county. Mr. Branning has a 
pet rattlesnake. This “‘pet’’ has a hin 
tory. Early in the spring, while MY. 
Branning was blasting. away a cliff 
with dynamite he ywncovered a nest of 
rattlers. All of the snakes except three 
or four were killed.-and. all that saved 
their lives escaped except one. This 
one wos so badly wounded that it 
could not get away: It was a big fel- 
low, of a remarkable amiable disposi- 
tion, and with a keen sense of grati- 
tude. While recovering from its 
wounds the snake’ coiled itself into 
Mr. Brannigan’s good graces, and con- 
stituted itself the special guardian of 
his little daughter., The latter fre- 
quently fondled it, and it always mani- 
fested a marked fondness for the child. 
One day last week a large blocksnake 
ettacked the little ‘girl, enfoldine her 
in its deadly embrace. As it was draw- 
ing its coils more and more tightly 
about the child the pet rattler put in 
an appearance. Seeing the situntion, 
the rattlesnake dashed at its natural 
enemy. the blacksnake, and forced it 
to relinquish its hold upon. the in- 


fant and defend itselé The. rattler

was victorious, the blacksnake being 
killed in the encounter. It is only 
natural, in view of the :mportant serv- 
ice in saving the life of his child, that 
Richard Branning of Deep Hilover, Co- 
lumbia county, should be as much a 
champion of rattlesnakes as Joseph O. 
Boggs of Fayetteville, Franklin county, 
who wrote to the Repository, is of. 
blacksnakes. 

‘Most parts of the State have only 
stories of rattlers, copnerheads and 
blacksnakes, but Bucks county has a 
tale of an anaconda. This anaconda 
is not a native of Bucks county, but 
was broughtto this country from South 
America by Mrs. George Kelly, who 
was on a visit to her brother-in-law, 
Ed Smith. Mrs. Kelly is a_ snake 
charmer, and the anaconda was one of 
her exhibits. It was kept in a cage 
by itself, but one night, by. means of 
its wonderful constricting powers, it 
was able to bend the bars of the case 
sufficiently to enabte it to make jts 
escape. The anaconda is now in cap- 
tivity again, but while it was at large 
it had a great deal of fun vith the 
people around Sunnyside schoolhouse, 
near Doylestown. 

One morning soon after Mrs. Kelly's 
anaconda escaped, a party of boys 
went into the pond on the Fordhvok 
seed farm for an early swim. One of 
the lads stepped on what what he 
thought was a twisted root under the 
Water near the bank. Suddenly the 
root moved from under him, and, los- 
ing his balance, he fell on top of the 
anaconda. The reptile half wound it- 
self round his naked bodv, but the 
youngster’s shrieks frightened the ser- 
pent, and the monster glided away. 

After that nothing was seen of the 
huge reptile for more than a month, 
but depredations on poultry yards and 
milk cans for many miles around be- 
came of every-day occurrence. A lit- 
tle girl going to the springhouse on her 
father’s farm, in Castle Valley, was 
the next to see the anaconda. It was 
reposing in the clear water of the 
spring, and hal helned itself to the 
contents of three milk cans, and mani- 
fested a remarkable fondness for but- 
ter. The frightened child, rushing 
back to her mother, reported a snake 
in the springhouse as as teie- 
graph pole. This time the anaronia 
esccaped, but when it returned last 
Saturday for another feast it was rin- 
ioned by Mr. Smith, who wus on the

| OFFICIALLY TOLD. 


The Cressing of the Rio Grande by 
Whenaton’s Brigade. 
The War Department has made pub- 


lic three reports by Brig.-Gen. Lloyd 
Wheaton on the operstions of his 


‘brigade in the Philippine campaign. 


In a report dated at San Fernando, 
May 10, Gen. Wheaton describes the 
capture of the insurgent trenches on 
the north bank of the Rio Grande fle Ja 
Pampanga River. Before this engage- 
ment, however, he moved the armored 
train from Malolos to the front and 
advanced several companies of in- 
fantry to seize all places near the river 
from which an effective fire might be 
directed upon the enemy’s entrench- 
ments. Gen. Wheaton says: 

“The converging fire of the two 
brigades of the division and artillery 
now began to shake the enemy. A 


span of the bridge being broken, Col. 


Funston, Lieut. Ball and Sergeants 
Enston and Barshfield swam the river 
and drove the enemy out of the en- 
trenchments near the bridge. At the 
same time Hale’s infantry on our right 
forded the Calumpit to our front. and 
right, turned the enemy out of his en- 
trenchments near the bridge along the 
Calumpit and pursued him to the vi- 
cinity of the Rio Grande near the 
town of Calumpit, which the enemy 
burned. 

“April 26 the enemy was in force on 
the north bank of the Rio Grande de 
la Pampanga, a broad and deep river. 
He was: protected by a most elaborate 
system of field fortifications. and had 
near the railroad bridge three pieces 
of artillery and one rapid-fire Maxim. 
The important strategic position of 
Calumpit would be untenable until he 
was driven off. I was directed by 
Maj.-Gen. MacArthur to do this. It 
was effected in thirty-six hours, as fol- 
lows: I advanced the infantry to an 
entrenched position about 600 yards 
from the Rio Grande. The main body 
now being screened from the enemy’s 
fire. detachments and small parties of 
skirmishers were advanced and seized 
all sheltered places near. the river. On 
the night of the 26th the railroad 


bridge was found to be in such condi- 


tion that to rush it with men carrying 
arms would be impracticable, A re-' 
connoissance at night by Col. Funston 
made it apparent that the enemy was 
entrenched in force at all points for a 
considerable distance down the river. 

“Upon consultation with Col. Fun- 
ston, a point about 900 yards below 
the railroad bridge was selected as 
the place that he would endeavor to 
cross a part of his regiment. The 
enemy’s entrenchments opposite this 
point were well screened by bamboo 
thickets, but I directed a fire from the 
brick house near the infantry. Col. 
Funston also advanced to the river 
bank strong parties that kept up a 
fire of great volume. The effect of 
the heavy and continued fire was to 
drive part of the enemy’s force from 
his works and Private Edward White 
and W. B. Trembly, Twentieth 
Kansas, swam the-river with a rope 
and fastened it to a stake on the 
enemy’s entrenchments while . yet 
occupied. Rafts were pulled over by 
means of this rope, Col. Fuston going 
over on the first raft. Our artillery 
had, during this time, kept up a heavy 
fire: from positions selected by Maj. 
Richard Young, Utah Light Artillery. 
Under ‘direction of Lieut.-Col. 
lace. First Montana, a heavy and 
continuous fire was directed upon the 
enemy near the railroad bridge, the 
machine guns also being directed 
toward. the same place. When Col: 
Funston had crossed forty-five officers 
and men he attacked the enemy, turn- 
ing him out of his works near the 
bridge. 

“T then crossed the bridge with my 
staff, followed by the Twentieth Kan- 
sas and First Montana Vohinteer In- 
fantry, as fast as they could pass over 
such framewocrk as the enemy had not 
destroyed. Upon. reaching the north 
bank two bodies of the enemy, each 
about fifteen hundred strong, were ob- 
served; one smbout one and one-half 
miles to our left; which had evidently 
been guarding the river below. They 
advanced upon us, but, after being 
subjected to a fire about twenty min- 
utes, they fell back in confusion and 
retreated out of range. The other body 
was driven beyond Apolite station in 
the direction of St. Thomas. The whole 
force of the enemy disappeared in that 
direction, the nature of the country be- 
ing such that they were compelled to 
march along the embankment. ‘I esti- 
mated the whole force visible at 4000. 
The next morning two commissioned 
officers came in from the rebels under 
a flag of truce and asked for an armis- 
tice, saying they.‘wished to acknowl- 
edge the valor of the American sol- 
diers.’ They were sent to the division 
commander.” 

In another report of the same date 
Gen Wheaton relates that on the 4th 
of May he advanced from Calumpit to 
St. Thomas, which was captured by the 
combined forces under his command 
and Gen. Hale. Referring to the cap- 
ture of the railroad station at St. 
Thomas, he says: .‘“‘With my staff I 
immediately proceeded to the place of 
combat. and, taking ‘five companies 
of the Twentieth Kansas, in person led’ 
a charge upon the enemy’s intrench- 
ments, which were all carried, and he 
fled in the direction of San Fernando.”

INTERNATIONAL BRAWL. 


A CASE IN WHICH PATRIOTISM WAS 
NOT CONSIDERED, 


L>. 


One of Brooks’s American Clients 
Convicted, but Belgian Peace 
Disturbers Acquitted—Tenderloin 
Row Aired in the Police Court. 


The trial of five lewd women afid one 
man who makes his living by con- 
sorting with prostitutes, on the charge 
of disturbing the peace, resolved 
itself into a three+sided controversy 
in Justice Morgan’s court yesterday. 
J. Marion Brooks acted as counsel 
for two of the defendants, Grace Smith 
and Lillie Walters; Davis & Rush ap- 
peared for Aline and Mary Schmidt, 
Clara Williams, Lucy Heermans and 
John Boucher, while Deputy District- 
Attorney Chambers looked after the 
prosecution. 

Brooks tried to inject race feeling 
into the case early in the trial by re- 
ferring to his clients 4S” American 
girls, and the other defendants as 
“Belgian trash.’’ ‘This brought forth 
a@ protest from Attorney Davis, who 
asked the court whether it was to be 
understood that Belgians or other 
foreign-born persons were not entitled 
to the same brand of justice as Ameri- 
cans. Mr. Davis also animadverted 
to the fact that he thought that there 
was less excuse for American girls to 
lead lives of shame and get arrested 
for disorderly conduct than for foreign- 
ers, whose opportunities to lead honest 
and respectable lives have not been so 
good. The court, of course, declared 
that there should be equal justice for 
all, and rebuked Brooks for trying to 
mix patriotism with such an unsay- 
ory case. 

It was a jury trial, and the first ten 

men called into the box were accepted. 
All parties were satisfied with this 
number, and the trial proceeded with 
a jury of only ten. 
The circumstances of the case, as 
shown by the evidence, were to the 
effect that Grace Smith, while pass- 
ing through Ballerino alley on the 
night of July 24, to order some lunch 
for her sister, Lillie Walters, became 
involved in a fight with the Schmidt 
girls and Lucy Heermans, who disputed 
her right of way through the alfey. 
One of the Schmidt girls is alleged to 
have hit her in the face with a clock, 
while the other beat her with a piece 
of rubber hose, and the little eer- 
mans girls nearly chewed off one of 
her fingers. While thus beset Lillie 
Walters went to her sister’s rescue, 
but Boucher, who is the alleged 
macquereéau of the three Belgian girls, 
arrived at the scene of conflict about 
the same time, and put Gracie Smith 
to sleep with his cane, while he 
knocked Lillie Walters out with his 
fist. In the gengral mix-up one of 
the girls had her head thrust through 
a pane of glass in the front of the 
Basket saloon, and the night was made 
hideous with the screams and curses 
of the excited females. The blowing 
of a police whistle brought several 
patrolmen to the scene and all the 
combatants were sent to the Police 
Station. 

Almost the entire day of: the trial 
was taken up with the hearing of evi- 
dence, and it was not till 5:30 o’clock 
that the case was submitted to the 
jury without argument. At 7 o’clock 
a verdict of not guilty was returned 
as to all the defendants except Grace 
Smith, one of Brooks’s American 
clients, who was found guilty. 

The remarkable fact about the ver- 
dict is that the Smith woman was the 
worst used-up of the five engaged in 
the fight. Her conviction may have 
been due in part to her record, which 
is bad, and the further fact that she 
appeared to be the instigator of the 
disturbance. Sentence will probably 
be pronounced today.

IR PROBLEMS. 


MET WITH HEROIC MEASURES IN 
SAN DIEGO COUNTY, 


Large Sums Expended by Various 
Systems and What Has Been Ac- 
complished—Waters Dissipated. 
Three Great Reservoirs. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 4.—There can be 
no more difficult task than to weigh 
the irrigation problems of this year, 
and there is no other section of South- 
ern California where the . problems 
presented are of so complex a charac- 
ter as in San Diego county, and what- 
ever disposition one may feel to dis- 
count all projected irrigation schemes, 
it must be said that San Diego has 
met the conditions which exist with 
more heroic measures than has any 
other section of Southern California. 
This remark is prompted by the facts 
that the Flume Company is pumping 
avater from wells in the bed of the 
San Diego River and lifting it 300 feet 
to its conduit that the Land and Town 
Company, owning the Sweetwater sys- 
tem, is pumping water from almost 
countless wells, having sixty in one 
group, in the bed of the Sweetwater 
Creek; and that the Southern Califor- 
nia Mountain Watér Company has ex- 
pended $1,500,000 on its system and is 
prepared to spend as much more. In 
addition, many a farmer has put down 
a small well from which he obtains 
sufficient water for his immediate 
wants. 

The work which has been done by 
the Plume Company, with which the 
San Diego Water Company is affili- 
ated, has been confessedly of a make- 
shift character. There were obliga- 
tions resting on the company, and what 
sacrifice the company has to make to 
keep its obligations can be determined 
by any person who can estimate the 
cost of two extensive pumping plants 
and the expense of lifting water 300 
feet. The success met is shown by the 
fact that a tour throughout the sec- 
tion supplied with water by the com- 
pany failed to reveal any user, either

But 
the remarkable fact exists that the 
catchment of: the reservoir last win- 
ter was, according to the highest es- 
timate, but 6 per cent. of the precipi- 
tation, whereas the ordinary catch- 
ment of a reservoir 7d 
per cent. Experience has demon- 
strated that percolation and evapora- 
tion rob the Sweetwater system of 
much of what was considered its pos- 
sibilities. This watershed is tq a 
great extent composed of earth and 
it drinks the water greedily, while it 


is at the lowest altitude of the Cali- 
fornia . irrigation reservcirs, most of 
the area being subject to desert 


winds and great heat. 
It has been in much the same way 


| that the waters of the Flume. system 


have been dissipated, for with a 
watershed equal to that of the Sweet- 
water, the reservoirs are empty. On 
the watersheds of these two systems 
there was rain enough last winter 
for the irrigation of from 25,000 -to 
50,000 acres of orchard, but not enough 
was impounded to irrigate 1000 acres. 

When one comes tum consider the 
possibilities of the Southern Califor- 
nia Mountain Water Company's great 
system of reservoirs, in the light of 
the experience of other systems in 
this section, the question of loss 
from percolation and evaporation are 
naturally foremost, and they disar- 
range all estimates. This system has 
a drainage area of 400 square miles, 
which is greater than the combined 
areas of the Sweetwater, Hemet, 
Bear Valley and Arrowhead systems, 
but if this system should impound 
but 6 per cent. of the precipitation it 
could hardly be called a success from 
a financial point of view. It must 
not onky be greater in dimensions 
than the Sweetwater, but its catch- 
ment must reach a higher percentage. 
There seems to be good reason to be- 
lieve that this will be the case, for 
while the other systems are at a low 
elevation and the water must flow 
over loose earth, the Mountain Water 
Company’s system is, what its name 
impties, a mountain system, and 
throughowt its area there is a granite 
floor ta reduce percolation, while the 
grade of the inflowing streams is 
much heavier, hastening the water to. 
the deep reservoirs, thereby reducing | 
loss by evaporation. Under these 
conditions, One would expect an ap- 
proximation of the results attained 
in other localities with reservoirs, 
and with a catchment of even 25 per

WAR MEMORIES. 


GETTYSBURG REVISITED AFTER 
THIRTY-SIX YEARS. 


A Vast Array of Monuments to Com- 
memorate Valorous Dceeds—Na- 
tional, State end Regimental 
Memorials—Sickles on the Battle, 


[Philadelphia Times:] Gettysburg 
is fast becoming a reminiscence. 
The .town has three epochs in its 


history—the village period, the period 
of the three days’ battle and the 
period since the battle. During the 


village period Gettysburg was a typi- 
cal Pennsylvania country town of the 


first half of the century. It had few 
business enterprises and was very 
quiet and respectable. The battle 


made it famous. Since then it has 
been a memorial city of monuments 
and celebrations—a rural city of Pil- 
srims and Guides. 

It is only a tew years since the dedi- 
cation of monuments and the unveil- 
ing of statues were of frequent occur- 
rence, Within one week in July, 18388, 
there was a grand reunion of the 
Grand Army of the Republic on the 
battlefield, with a fair sprinkling of 
ex-Confederates, and the aedication of 
numerous memorials to the troops en- 
gaged in the batt.e, including the First 
New Jersey Brigade, comprising the 
First, Second, Third, Fourth and Fif- 
teenth New Jersey Infantry; the Ex- 
celsior Brigade of New York, compris- 
ing the Seventieth, Seventy-first, Sev- 
enty-third and Seventy-fourth New 
York volunteers, Sickles’ old command, 
and the Irish Brigade, also of New 
York, comprising the Sixty-third, Six- 
ty-eighth and BEighty-eighth New 


is known as the “Loop.’”” Among the 
regimental monuments dedicated were 
those to the One Hundred and Fifty- 
first Pennsylvania, at the edge of Rey- 
nolds Grove; tne Fifth and Thirteenth 
New York Infantry, on the Eleventh 
Corps avenue; the Thirty-ninth New 
York, on ‘the first day’s field, Rey- 
nolds avenue; the N.nth or Ejighty- 
thitd New York, which was in the 
fight at Oak Ridge, beyond the semi- 
nary; the Sixty-seventh New York, on 
Culp’s Hill; the Fortieth, Forty-first, 
Forty-fourth, Sixty-second, Sixty- 
fourth, Ejighty-sixth, One Hundred 
and Forty-ninth and One Hundred and 
Seventy-fifth New York; ‘the Ninth 
New York Cavalry, the Fourth New 
York Independent Battery, the Fif- 
teenth New York Battery, Batteries B 
and D, First New York Artillery, and 
the. Sixty-second, Sixty-eighth (Scott 
Legion of Philadelphia,) Ninety-fifth 
and One Hundred and Fifth Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers. Even this list, long 
as it is, does not compi'se all the mon- 
umenis and markers dedicated during 
that busy week.

One-legged 
Col McFarland of Harrisburg deliv- 
ered the oration at the dedication of 
the monument of the One Hundred and 
Fifty-first Pennsylvania. Gen. Sickles 
unveiled the monument to the Eighty- 
sixth New York and Orlando B. Pot- 
ter was the orator. Gens. Robert Nu- 
gent and Dennis F. Burke spoke in 
glowing periods for the Irish brigade 
and the Rev. Dr. J. H. Twitchell of 
Hartford, Ct., was the orator in behalf 
of the Excelsior Brigade. Maj.-Gen. 
Slocum delivered the oration at the 
dedication of the memorial to Greene’s 
brigade. At the reunion services on 
the 3d of July Gen. Sickles presided 
and speeches were made by Gen. Gor- 
don, Gov. Beaver, Gen. Hooker of the 
Confederate army, Gov. Curtin, Gen. 
Longstreet, Gen. Slocum and Gen. Cur- 
tis. This was the second reunion of 
the blue and the gray. In the cere- 
monies of the Fourth of July the orator 
was George William Curtis and the 
poet George Parsons Lathrop. No 
country town was ever the scene of 
such a reunion before and no battle- 
field may ever witness such splendid 
pageantry again. 

After 1888 the dedication of memo- 
rials became fewer every year, but the 
unveiling of those splendid works of 
art, the equestrian statues of Buford, 
Hancock and Meade, were events of 
exceptional interest. The Hancock 
and Meade statues: were unveiled on 
the same day in 1896. The next of 
these tributes to the soldiers of Get- 
tysburg will be the unveiling of the 
equestrian statue to Maj.-Gen John F. 
Reynolds on the thirty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the first day’s battle. Warren 
alrepdy has a statue on Little Round 
Top, and in time other soldiers will 
be able to command similar tributes, 
among them Slocum on Culp’s Hill,

time the interest will center in occa- 
sional reunions of the survivors like 
that on the battlefield on Decoration , 
day of this year and to the ministra- 
tion of pilgrims and guides in tracing) 
the varying fortunes of the three days | 
of battle. 

When the guides became an institu- 
tion at Gettysburg it is difficult to 
say. They were not born to the voca- 
tion, nor were they the immediate out- 
come of the battle and the battlefield, 
buf. like Topsy in “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” they “growed.” the first 
rush to the field after the battle every | 
visitor felt the need of guidance in 
finding the points of interest and un- 
derstanding the actions of the different 
places of contact. Those who had 
friends or acquaintances in the town 
had no difficulty in securing the neces- 
sary help. As time went on almost ev- 
ery citizen of Gettysburg became an 
accomplished historian of the battle. 
To this day‘there is scarcely a Gettys- 
burger to whom every part of the bat- 
tlefield is not as familiar as the open 
pages of a well-conned book. Even the 
boys knew the story of every move- 
ment and every marker and can tell it 
with facility and eloquence that are 
characteristic of the inhabitants of no | 
other town ond the dwellers on no) 
other battlefield.

to the guide and the pilgrim, and in a 
few cases the amateur became a pro- 
fessiono!. Ten years ago. when the 
influx of visitors to Gettysburg was at 
its height, there were perhans a dozen 
of 4a«ee battlefield guides. but as the 
of strangers decreased from 
‘to vear the number of guides di- 
mt*'vhed, and now I know personaliy 
one-—Guide Minnich. 

“Here is a man for you to know,” 


ntact, Gen. Sickles to me the other day. 
a? Minnich approached us. “He knows 
the battlefield thoroughly, he has 


at all times eloquent.” I had known 
Minnich for many years, but I was 
glad of the introduction, unnecessary 
as it was, because it brought to the 
guide so high a compliment from an 
authority so eminent. 

With a guide so0 capable the »attle 
becomes very real to the pilgrim. kven 
such a group as that caught by Tip- 
ton’s camera during the celebrations 
of 1888, which is reproduced: herewith, 
receives a new, a vivid and a personal 
interest from an interpreter so familiar 
with the warriors and the pilgrims 
whose feet have pressed the soil of 
the battlefield. How sadly eleven 
years have thinned this group. In a 
few years more none will be left of the 
men who stand in the foreground of 
this picture. Thesé men will be readily 
recognized. In the center are Sickles 
and Longstreet, who were pitted 
against each other in the battle of the 
wach orchard, To Sickle’s left is 
Gen. James B, Carr of New York and 
to Longstreet’s right is Gen. Slocum. 
Between Sickles and Longstreet is Gen. 
Hartranft, and behind Longstreet is 
Gen. Butterfield, who was Meade’s 
chief of staff at the time of the battle. 
To Slocum’s right is Gen. Joshua 
Chamberlain, chosen grand commander 
of the Grand Army of the Republic at 
Gettysburg in 1888. Between Slocum 
and Chamberlain is former United 
States Senator Warner Miller of New 
York. Of those who grouped them- 
selves behind these distinguished men 
and shine by a réflected light my old 
eyes are able to pick out only my old 
“awspaper associate, Tregaskis, who 
for many yeers made a specialty of 
reporting Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic news. He is the quaint Uttle gen- 
tleman with spectacles, between Sick- 
les and Hartranft. This picture with 
Longstreét, Sickles and Slocum in the 
foreground presents a group of ex- 
ceptional interest ‘when it is remem- 
bered that it was gathered almost by 
chance on the battlefield just :wenty- 
five years after the battle of Gettys- 
burg. | 
Of this group Slocum and Hartranft 
are dead, but Sickles and Butterfield 
assisted in the recent Decoration day 
ceremonies, and Longstreet was only 
prevented from being present by the 
weakness incident to old age. I was 
disappointed at his absence, not so 
much because I was unable to talk to 
him about his share in the battle, as 
because I had anticipated a delightful 
chat with him about the roads by 
which he came from the Potomac to 
Gettysburg, nearly every fence corner 
along which I knew. But Sickles 
was in a deliciously reminiscent mood 
and compensated me in some degree 
for the absence of Longstreet. Among 
other things I asked Sickles if it was 
true that he smoked a cigar while be- 
ing carried from the field. He said it 
was, and explained how the incident 
occurred. 

“It was reported in the corps that I 


was killed,” he said, ‘and, as I was 


unable to rise up and speak to them, I 
asked for a cigar and smoked it, not 
because I enjoyed it, but because, I 
knew if they saw me smoking they 
would know that I was alive.”’ 

This led him to speak of the crisis 
of his illness after his wound. He was 
unable to retain nourishment and 
death was certain from exhaustion un- 
less this could be obviated: The doc- 
tor asked him to think of something 
for which he would desire, saying that 
the imagination sometimes assisted 
noture in such emergencies. He ex- 
pressed a wish for a glass of cham- 
pagne. This, the’ doctor said, could not 
be got. But Sickles sent his man to 
his camp baggage for a bottle of wine, 
instructing him to bring ice with it. 
The man returned with the wine, but 
without the ice. The warm wine Sick- 
les could not take and refused to try, 
directing that the bottle should be sunk 
in a well for an hour to cool. The doc- 
tor chafed at the delay, saying he might 
die in the mean time, but he insisted on 
this cooling process for a full hour. 
When the wine was brought at last it 
was sufficiently cool, but aftec taking 
a single swallow he put down the glass. 
The doctor wanted him to drink more 
of it, but he declined to take another 
mouthful for five minutes, and at first 
drank it in this way—one swallow every 
five minutes. He was abie to retain 
it and then increased the draughts to 
three swallows. During the night he 
was able to finish the bottle, and thus 


‘gtarted on the way to recovery. 


Among the Gettysburg pilerims Gen. 
Sickles has come oftenest, and most 
eagerly fought the battle over again. 
But nearly all the Union commanders 
who survived and many of the Con- 
federates have visited the field since 
the battle, some of them many times. 
Some of these visits are historical. 
The year 1887 is especially noteworthy 
for the distinguished parties that came 
from different States for the lozation 
or dedication of monuments. Early in 
April came Gov. Ormsby of Vermont, 
with a distinguished party, including 
Gen. Redfield Proctor and Gen. Wil- 
lam W. Grout. Gov. Bodwell of Maine 
and Gov. Rusk of Wisconsin followed 
@ fortnight later. With the former 
was Gen. J. L. Chamberlain and with 
the latter Gen. Lucius Fairchild. The 
feature of the year, however, was the 
famous reunion of Pickett’s division 
and the Philadelphia brigade. At one 
time it looked as if this reunion would 
be abandoned in consequence of the re- 
fusal of the Memorial Commission to 
permit the Confederates to erect their 
monument within the Union lines at 
the place where Armistead fell, but 
the differences were finally arranged. 
Mrs. Pickett... the widow of Gen. Pick- 
ett, and son, George, were with the 
southern visitors. The Confederate 
veterans were received.by the Phila- 
delphians, whom they had encountered 
once before, and the address of wel- 
come was made by Col. a. K. Me- 
Clure. Among the incidents was a re- 
ception by Mrs. Pickett on the part 
of the field celebrated for what has 
passed into history as Pickett’s charge, 


/another disputed point in the history 


of the battle. The monuments dedi- 
cated in July, 1887, were those to the 


_ Thirteenth New York Volunteers, the 


Sixty-ninth and Seventy-first Pennsyl- 
vania and Cowan’s New York battery. 


The orators were Gen. Joshua T. 
Owen, Gen. W. W. Burns and Serena 
E. Payne of New York. Two note- 
worthy speakers during these celebra- 
tions were Gen. William F. Smith and 
Gen. Henry J. Hunt, chief of artillery 
of the Army of:the Potomac. The en- 
campment of the Pennsylvania depart- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public was also held on the battlefield 
this year. In. September, 1887, hio 
erected nineteen. regimental monu- 
trhents. Gov: Joseph B. Foraker was 
with the Ohio men and the address 
was made by Gen. H. A. Axline on 
“Ohio Troops’in the Battle of Gettys- 
burg.” Other monuments were dedi- 
cated between this unusual occasion 
and the great celebration of July, 1888. 

In the days when pilgrimages to the 
battlefield were more frequent than 
they are now quaint groups could be 
found posing almost daily at points of 
vantage from Culp’s Hill to the Devil's 
Den. A dozen years ago a party of oil 
men from Bradford visited the field and 
had themselves peers hed on Cem- 
etery Hill, posed about thé fence over 
which the Louisiana Tigers charged. 
These were quickly followed by a con- 
vention of insurance men and even by 
a procession of undertakers. I have 
in my mind a picturé of a pastor and 
elder of a country church with their 
wives seated on the great boulder at 
Devil's Den that I'saw in a farmhouse 
in the Cumberland Valley. The pas- 
tor’s legs are dangling over the rocks 
and he looked to me like a drummer on 
a holiday. 

Parties like those of the oi] men, 
the insurance men, and the under- 
takers were the class of pilgrims who 
have alway# needed and who still need 
a battlefield gulde. I have known 
the grave and reverend seigniors of 
the Union League to enjoy the oratory 
of Guide Minnich, and often as I have 
been over the fleld myself I never fall 
to take #Avantage of an opportunity 
to go with one of his parties. Only 
the other day I found myself on the 
outskirts of @ band’ of ‘demure sayares 


from the Indian school at Carlisle. 
If I had been at Gettysburg a day or 
two earlier’ I might have been at- 
tracted by the flutter of the ribbons 
of the senior class of Wilson WTollege. 
I confess to the fascination of the 
guide whenever there are pilgrims to 
be guided, especially if they are fas- 
cinating. It will be many years, I 
trow, before the pilgrims will cease 
altcgether, and as long as there are pil- 
grims there must be guides. A stranger 
on the battlefield without an inter- 
preter is as helpless as you or I should 
be if we attempted unaided to pene- 
trate the maze of Rosamond’s bower. 

In the decisive battles of the wotid 
there are some as interesting as the 
battle of Gettysburg, but there is no 
battlefield like this field of monuments 
to fraternal strife. 


THE NATIONAL BANKS, 


THEY SHOW WONDERFUL IM- 


PROVEMENT IN BUSINESS, 


The Returns Indicate the Cancella- 
tion of a Vast Amount of Finan- 
cial Obligatins—Tendency To- 
ward Consolidation—Statistics of 
Pacific Coast Banks. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, July 28, 1899.—The 
returns from the national banks in the 
various States and Territories received 
by Comptroller Dawes last April show 
a wonderful transformation in the 
financial condition of the country in 
the last four years. They are probably 
@ more accurate gauge of the marvel- 
ous financial rehabilitation that has 
occurred in the forty-five States and 
four Territories than any other reports 
received by the government. While 
the amount of morigages canceled and 
indebtedness liquidated is not shown 
directly, the enormous increase in the 
deposits, loans and discounts and cash 
on hand, compared with the same per- 
iod of 1895, indicates indirectly the 
cancellation of a vast amount otf obli- 
gations, ‘and the general prosperity 
prevailing throughout the country. 

One of the most remarkable features 
in connection with the national bank- 
ing system is the tendency toward con- 
solidation. which has been going on for 
many years past. On March 65, 1895, 
there were 3728 national banks in the 
United States. On April 5, 1899, 
there were 3583 national banks. In 
addition to the decrease shown by the 
reports, more than 1000 national banks 
have made application and received 
charters from the government during 
the period covered, which shows that 
during the last four years more than 
1200 national banks have been absorbed 
by. other institutions, or gone out of 
business, a fair estimate of the con- 
solidation being 80 per cent. 

On March 5, 1895, the total loans 
and discounts of the national banks 
of the country amounted to $1,965,375,- 
368.94. On April 5, last, the loans and 
discounts of the national banks 
amounted to $2,403,410,895.66, showing 


an increase during the four years of | 
a little less than $500,000,000, or an an- 


nual increase of about $125,000,000. 

This may be considered a rather re- 
markable showing. A comparison be- 
tween the individual deposits on hand 
at the two periods in question is far 
more remarkable. On March 5, 1895. 
the individual deposits amounted to 
$1,667,843,286.28; on the 5th day of April 
last, they amounted to $2,437,223,420.29, 
or an increase of about $770,000,000. A 
large portion of this increase in the 
individual deposits, in the opinion of 
treasury officials, is the result of liqui- 
dation of indebtedness which has been 
going on steadily throughoutethe coun- 
try for the past four years. This re- 
lates only to the national banks. A 
corresponding. increase has occurred in 
State and private institutions, but the 
exact amount is not obtainable. 

The total resources and liabilities of 
the national banks for the two periods 
above mentioned is also interesting. 
In 1895 the total resources were $3,- 
378,520,536.75; last April they were $4,- 
639,138,160.36, thus showing an increase 
during the four years of $1,261,617,623.61. 

It is an interesting fact to note in 
this connection that nearly one-half 
of the entire resources of the national 
banks of the country is held by the na- 
tional banks in the eastern States, 
comprising.New York,, New Jersey. 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland and 
the District of Columbia; the amount 
held on April 5 last being $2,131,686,- 
782.74: while the total resources of all 
the national banks of the entire coun- 
try on the same date amounted to $4,- 
639,138,160. 36. 

The same condition exists in re- 
lation to the individual deposits, which 
amounted to 48.5 per cent. of the total 
deposits in national banks, being $1,- 
116,940,705.86, against the total depos- 
its which amounted to $2,437,223,420.29. 
About the same percentage exists with 
relation to all the other items which 
go to make up the total resources and 
liabilities of the national banks. 

The wonderful change recorded in 
the condition of the national banks of 
the country is no more interesting than 
the transformation which has taken 
place in the condition of the national 
banks in the Pacific Coast States. Con- 
sidered geographically in their order 
they present an interesting arrayment 
of facts. which indicates that good 
times have prevailed uniformly 
throughout this grand division. 

The following table gives @ com- 
parison of the five principal items in 
the statements of the national banks 
in the Pacific Coast States on May 7, 
1895, and April 5, 1899, respectively:

It will be noticed by the above show- 
ing that the national banks in every 
state on the Pacific coast show an in- 
crease in the resources and individual 
deposits, with the single exception of 
the national banks of Nevada, which 
indicate a depression in business. The 
decrease in the loans and discounts of 
the national banks dn many of the 
States indicates an abundance of

BIRTH OF OLD GLORY: 


Just How the Flag Was Originally 
Made. 


[Self Culture for August:] A com- 
mittee consisting of Washington, Rob- 
ert Morris and George Ross was given 
authority to select and submit a- dae- 
sign for the new flag. The meeting of 
this committee was undoubtedly held 
at Gen. Hancock’s house, just a block 
from Be:zsy Ross’s home, and as cir- 
cumstances required that the matter 
be done as secretly as possible, and 
the services of a skillful needlewoman 
were needed, it was perfectly natural 
that George Ross should suggest his 
niece, so near at hand, and in whom 
he was so much interested. To hér 
house, therefore, they repaired, and 
upon being asked by her uncle whether 
or not she thought she could make 
the flag, she replied with true Amer- 
rescay spirit, “I do not know, but I will 

Gen. Washington, having a fairly 
clear idea of what was wanted, made 
a pencil sketch of the flag with the 
now famipior thirteen’ stripes, but 
with a ble field and thirteen stars 
in the place of the cross of St. George. 
Mrs. Ross, being of a very practical 
turn of mind, noticed that Washing- 
ton’s stars were six-pointed, and sug- 
gested a five-pointed star as being 
essier to make. Washington replied 
that he had supposed a _ six-pointed 
one could be more easily formed, but 
Betsy promptly settled the question 
by folding a piece of paper ond with 
one clip of her scissors producing a 
perfect five-pointed star. Thus it was 
that the stars in our flag are five- 
pointed in place of the customary six- 
pointed star of heraldry, and Betsy 
Ross did it vith her little scissors. The 
matter was then left for Betsy’s 
skillful fingers to complete, and in due 
time the finished flag was ready for 
inspection. The committee again vis- 
ited the house, were shown into the 
little back parlor, and after some dis- 
cussion the design was accepted. It 
was not, however, formally adopted by 
Congress until the 14th of June, 1777. 


SUNKEN TREASURE. 


Searching the Bottom of the Deep 
for Lost Gold. 


[Baltimore Sun:] On the 19th of 
last month the anniversary occurred 
of the sinking of the Alabama by the 
Kearsarge off the French port Cher- 
bourg. A series of experiments was 
made about this date at Cherbourg 
with new diving apparatus that en- 
ables work to be earried on at far 
greater depths than, has hitherto been 
possible. The new apparatus, it is ex- 
peeted, will prove effective at 500 feet 
up to 100 fathoms. The experiments, 
it is true, have so far been made at 
a depth of only 170 feet, but this is 
already a decided advance over pre- 
vious diving operations, and the irial 
was entirely successful. The inventor 
of the new device is a Tunisian engi- 
neer, M. Piatti del Pozzo, and his ap- 
paratus consists of a sphere ten feet 
in diameter, fitted with three screws 
that enable it to shift its position at 
the bottom of the ocean. Another of 
its features is a species of dredger 
worked by machinerv_that can be 
used to pick up cables or other oh- 
jects. M. Del Pozzo intends shortly to 
search for the hull of the famous 
Alabama sunk opposite Cherbourg on 
June 19, 1864. 7 

At this very moment the lifting of a 
treasure-trove from sunken warships 
in the Aegean Sea attracts the atten- 
tion of Europe. The 5th of the pres- 
ent month marked the one hunared 
and twenty-ninth anniversary of a fa- 
mous sea fight, which took place off 
Tsheshme, an _  Asiatic-Turkish sea- 
port, between the Russians and Turks. 
Count Alexis Orlow, the Russian ud- 
miral under Catherine II, who, with 
his own hands in 1762, had strangled 
to death the Czarina’s husband, Peter 
III, defeated the Turkish fleet there 
on July 5, 1770, with great losses on 
both sides. And now the sea gives up 
its treasure from the bottom of the 
Aegean. The divers report that the 
whole ground about the wrecks is 
covered with a gigantic carpet of sil- 
ver coins. In view of the immense 
yield of treasure, the operation thus 
far has been confined to the Russian 
flagship, which lies at a depth of a 
little over one hundred and thirty feet. 
A very large amount of Venetian, Aus- 
trian and Russian gold pieces has been 
brought to light, and they are so nu- 
merous that the steamship  Inebolic 
three weeks ago had already twice car- 
ried shipments of 20,000 gold coins each 
t oConstahtinople. One day’s yield 
alone amounted to nearly 20,000 gold 
coins, the silver being left untouched 
until the yellow metal’s removal has 
been completed. The enterprise’s daily 
results are recorded by the Turkish of- 
ficials and the company in charge of 
the work, whereupon everything saved 
is brought aboard the government 
guardship, where it is watched by sol- 
diers. Besides the coin, bars of gold, 
gold and silver crosses, medals and 
religious images, silver and gold serv- 
ices, a Bible bound in silver and 
adorned with gems, ete., has been 
found. .The) value of the objects, at 
the time above mentioned, was esti- 
mated to be avobe $250,000. 


BURGLARS BLIND WOMEN. 


Four Masked Men Rob Farmhouse 
in West Virginia. . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WBELLSBURG (W. Va.,) Aug. 4.— 
Four masked burglars forced their way 
into the lonely farmhouse of Dr. Jo- 
seph Parkinson some time during the 
night and, after blindfolding, binding 
and gagging the inmates, who were all 
women, a careful search for valuables 
was made. 

Therobberssecured government bonds 
valued at $10,500, $75 and a lot of sil- 
verware and jewelry. They then locked 
the women in an upstairs room and 
hastily drove away.

Council and the Board of Supervisors 
the adoption of ordinances prohiliting 
the sale of sewage for the irrigation 
of certain kinds of fruits, vegetables 
and garden products, The two doctors 
have agrecd that the use of sewage for 
that purpose is not only injurious to 
the health of the people residing near 
the irrigated lands, but is in a measure 
a menace to the health of the com- 


munity. 

Between 1500 and 2000 owners of 
property in Garvanza and University 
are to be summoned to appear before 
the Board of Equalization next Friday 
to show cause why their property 
should not be assessed this year for 
city taxes. The City Clerk has six 
men at work preparing the citations. 
The hearing of the responses is ¢€x- 
pected to keep the board busy up to 
the last day when, according to law, 
it can transact business. 

The operation of the recently-enacted 
dog license ordinance has been mecre 
successful than any of the Council- 
men had expected. Not only has the 
deficit in the dog fund ‘been removed, 
but a balance has-been created in that 
fund.

SEWAGE IRRIGATION: TO 


OERTAIN 
BE PROHIBITED. 


Council and Supervisors to Be Asked 


te Legislate—Citations to Subur- 
ban Property-owners — Engine- 
house Site Sale. 


As a result of the recent inspection cof 
the districts south of and in the south- 
ern part of the city by Healta OmMcer 
Powers and County Hea!th Officer 
Mathis, those officiais wi!l cach file with 
the City Council and the Board of Su- 
pervisors respectively recommendations 
of legislation to properiy regulate ir- 
rigation with sewage so as to reduce 
the danger of disease from that source 
to a minimum. For more than two 


years the people residing in the dis-° 


tricts mentioned have been complaining 
of the injurious effects of the indiscrim- 
inate sales of sewage for. irrigation 
purposes and from time to time they 
have pointed out to the authorities that 
the health of a number of families has 
been impaired or jeopardized, and not 
a few deaths have been caused by this 
practice. During the summer of 1897 
the property-owners there made a vig- 
orous fight against what they cons.ia- 
ered an evil and a nuisance and as a 
result of this crusade the Board of 
Health heid several meetings. On Sep- 
tember 13 of that a year a conference 
between the Board of Health and 
President Martz of the South Side Irri- 
gation Company was held and the sub- 
ject was generally discussed. Mi. 
Martz admitted that in his opinion the 
use of sewage to irrigate ccr:ain vege- 
tables was injurious to hexith, but he 
asserted that while his company was 
irrigating 1200 acres south of the city 
the city itself by sales from the out- 
fall sewer was irrigating more than 
one thousand acres. Mr. War-z agreed 
to properly regulate the matter if the 
city would do the same. Th* board 
thereupon adopted the following: 
“Resolved, that the Board of Health 
recommends that the City Council in- 
struct the superintendent of the outfall 
sewer not to sell sewage to persons who 
irrigate lettuce, strawberries, etc., with 
the same, the South Side Irrigation 
Company agreeing to do likewise, and 
it is further ordered that the Health 
Officer correspond with the proper par- 
ties in Berlin, Paris and other European 
cities where sewage is used to fertilize 
vegetables, and asccrtain from them 
what is their manner of treating sew- 
age.’’ 
- This recommendation was sent to 
the Council and approved and the nec- 
essary order was issued. For a time 
there was an improvement in the con- 
ditions in the districts from which all 


' the complaints had been received. Af- 


ter a time, however, there was a return 
te old conditions and additional com- 
plaints were made. The people who 
made the complaints appealed to the 
courts and secured an injunction for- 
bidding the use of sewage for irriga- 
tion in a certain district, but this did 
rot protect all of the southern section 
of the city and the country south of it. 
During he past two months the com- 
plaints have been made so frequently 
that Wealth Officer Powers and County 
Health Officer Mathis went to the dis- 
tric: and for two whole days they made 
nas thorough an examination ‘nto the 
fanitriry conditions as possible. As a 
resuit cf thin incpeetion they propose 
recomirend the establishiment of or- 
by ibe City Council and bv 
th> Board of Supervisors which will 
make law of what is contained In the 
revolution quoted in the foregoing. 
“There is not the slightest doubt,” 
Health OMccr Powers. yesterday,

“that these peonie have much to com- 
plain of. It is also true beyond deult 
that the use of sewage in the manner 
in which it is used at present is ix- 
jurious to the health of a large num- 
ber of people.

Why there bas not been an epi- 
cemic of Cfsease there [ eannot un- 
derstand, and it is for the purpose of 


romcving the possibility of serch an 
eidemic that Dr. Mathis and I pro- 
pose to erdeavor to secure the adop- 
tion of the proper erdinanees. I will 


address the Council through the Board 


of Health and will present the matter 
at the next meeting. Dr. Mathis will 
give the County Supervisors the benefit 
of his observations as soon as he re- 
turns to the city. If the laws we will 
recommend are adopted, the people in 
that part of the county and city wil! 
see te it that they are vronverly en- 
forced. It behooves the people of Los 
Angeles to look well to the sanitary 
conditions of the city and I can ses no 
reason why such a standing menace 
as that created by the improper use of 
sewage for irrigation should be tol- 
erated.”’

‘xtra deputies are now engaged in 
the difficult work of issuing citations 
to all the owners of property in the 
two suburbs recently annexed to the 
city.

SUCCESSFUL MEASURE. 


Receipts from Dog Licenses Larger 
Than Ever Before. 
Although the recently-enacted ordi- 
nance regulating the licensing of dogs 
and defining the duties and powers of 
the dog-catcher has been in effect cnly 
two months, as a revenue producer it 
hes been one of the most successful 
ordinances which the City Council has 
adopted in years, and certainly is the 
best measure for the purpose intended 
which has ever been in force in Los 
Angeles. Before the ordinance was 
“dopted the dog fund had shown a 
deficit ranging from oa few hundred 
doilars to inore than $2060, and-at the 
tine the new measure became effective 
the deficit was. than $1590. It 
was found to be impogsible to keep a 
balance in the fund, and: there was al-

iarge number of demands 
istered in the Treasurer’s office ogainst 
the fund. The work of dos catching 
Wes not os satisfactory as was cesired, 
and there were almost numbcricss 
stray canines on the strects because 


the work of the dog-catch°r was lim- 


ited to eeértain periods or there was 
no pay in his work when the fund was 
snort. 

The new ordinance brought about a 
deciced improvement, especially With 
reference to the financisol end of the 
matter. measure provide&, among 
other things, fcr the doubling of what 
had been the onnual dog license, and 
siso reduced to one-half the fees that 
were paid for catching stray animols. 
Since the new license was begun the 
City License Cellector has issued 1042 
tags at $2 each, receiving $2894 from 
this souree alone. This amount has 
been sufficient not only to pay the ex- 
penses of catching stray dogs, but ii 
has wiped out, the deficit and has 
created @ balance in the fund.

RALPH DOW’S GUARDIAN. 


The Annual Accounting Contesied 


by Fred C. Howes’s Bondsmen. 

The complicated matter of the 
guardianship of the estate of Ratnh 
Dow occupied the attention of Judge 
Campbell in Department Five yester- 
day. About the middle of last April, 
Fred C. Howes, guardian, filed his an- 
nual account with Ralph Dow, and 
when the matter®was taken up by 
Judge Allen last week the account 
was approved, after a contest on the 
part of Howe’s bondsmen, one of 
whom, is Mrs. Clara Howes, as exec- 
utrix of the estate of the late Felix C. 
Howes, an uncle of Fred C Howes. 


The younger Howes is now insolvent. 


and the bondsmen are said to be held 
responsible for an apparent shortage 
in his account with Ralph Dow. As 
guardian, Howes had for a_e while 
loaned money belonging to his ward 
to his uncle, who paid him 7 per cent. 
Later on he was induced by his uncle 
to invest in some bonds which, he says, 
he knew were almost worthless, upon 
his uncle’s guarantee that Ralph should 
never lose anythin® nor realize ‘ess 
than 7 per cent on the investment. 
Lest Sentember the uncle died. The 
bohds, which were irrigation bonds, 
paid nothing. Relying upon his un- 
cle’s promise to make good the inter- 
est money, Howes charged it up against 
himself in his annual accounting with 
Ralph last April. The bondsmen now 
contest the account, alleging that 
Howes never received the money, which 
in the account he has charged as in- 
terest at 7 per cent., an@ they say they 
should not be held for it. Such is the 
shortage in Howes’s account, which the 
bondsmen allege is not a shortage, but 
an overcharge. 

The account was approved by Judge 
Allen when he took it up last week, 
but a motion to vacate his order was 
granted on account of certain disquali- 
fications which he was not aware o. 
and the matter again came up regu- 
larly yesterday before Judge Campbell, 
who approved Howes’s account with ris 
ward, notwithstanding the objections of 
the bondsmen. The balance due Ralph 
Dow from his guardian on April 13, 
1899, was $3576.80. 


A SHORT-LIVED NOTE.

GREAT BREAK IN MAIN SUPPLY 
DITCH REPAIRED.

Large Volume Turned into the Power | 


Ditch Yesterday Morning and a 
Stream into the Tunnel Last 
Night—Almost a Labor Famine. 


The danger of a water famine has 
been wholly averted, though only about 
1000 inches, or 350 inches less than the 
usual supply, is running into the reser- 
voirs. A hundred feet more of the big 
water tunnel caved in yesterday, at the 
scene of Thursday’s washout, and this 
has so much complicated the work of 
repair that the tunnel cannot be put 
into its usual condition for several 
days. However, the power ditch is run- 
ning full again, and by a by-pass made 
available by’ wise precautions taken by 
Superintendent Mulholland at the time 
the tunnel was built, the water has 
been turned into the tunnel below the 
washout and is flowing into the Belle- 
vue resérvoir in its accustomed way. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning the 
water was turned into the p@wer ditch, 
and flowed on down into the Buena 
Vista reservoir, near the Fremont en- 
trance to Elysian Park. 

At 7 o’clock last evening the water 
was turned into the tunnel below the 
break. The city’s main supply ditch 
will not be in shape again until tonight, 
or possibly tomorrow, but as the water 
it carries is used only for irrigation 
and as the Evho Park reservoir, which 
it supplies, holds enough water to sat- 
isfy all the demands that would be 
made upon it for several days, no se- 
rious inconvenience will be caused by 
the unavoidable delay. 

At 5 o’clock yesterday morning a

vest down Figueroa street. 


fourteen who had worked all might. 


Superintendént Mulholland. telephoned 
that this was all that. could be worked 
to edvantage. The first thing done was 
to clean out and repair the nower ditch 
and to get the water running through 
it again. The water in this ditch is 
usually employe to turn a Pelton 
wheel for purnping purposes, and then 
directed into the old “zanja madre’’ 


for irrigation. Yesterday, however, all 


this water was diverted into the Buena 
Vista reservoir. This supply alone 
would have been enough. to have pro- 
teated the city from a water famine; 
although it is far below the city’s daily 
needs. 
The flood Thursday afternoon washed 
out a pit fifty feet deep. The tunnel 
was choked up for a considerable dis- 
tance, and the ground so _ softened 
that serious cave-ins resulted, As it 
will take some time to get the tunnel 
cleaned out, it was decided to take the 
water out of the river lower down 
and run it through a_ side ) conduit 
built some years ago, specially for use 


in such an emergency, into the main 


tunnel. 

The city’s main ‘supply ditch, a 
orack in whose bottom caused the dis- 
aster, is twenty feet above the road, 
on the steep hillside. No attempt will 
be made to reconstruct an open ditch 
at the scene of the washout, but a 
fotty-four-inch iron pipe will be laid 
there, so that there will be no possi- 
bility of a repetition of the accident. 
City Enigineer Omstead spent yester- 
day at the washout, preparing for 
the work of repairing the city’s prop- 
erty. A number of other places along 
the city’s supply ditch are to be 
cleaned and strengthened. There are 
places where pipe is to be laid, as the 
-ditches: banked-arp on the -hillside can- 
not be trusted when an unusually 
heavy head of water is turned into the 
channel. There is scarcely another 
place along the entire route where a 
washout of the city ditch could have 
done so much harm to the other wa-~ 
terways as the spot where the break 
occurred. 

Sprinkling was suspended yesferday 
by the street department and Super- 
intendent Drain will not begin again 
for a day or two. Thursday night 
only enough water was used to wet 
the asphalt streets before sweeping. 
Owners of steam plants were on their 
guard yesterday. Lawn sprinkling 
was discontinued by most household- 
ers. The supply in the reservoirs held 


- out well, and the stoppage of the wa- 
_ter supply could have 


lasted longer 
than it did, without causing serious 
difficulties. The Bellevue reservoir 
was lowered only five feet. 

The city’s main supply ditch carries 
all its water into the Echo Park lake. 
From there the stream flows down past 
the old ice factory, on Pearl street near 
Fifth, and near ‘there the zanja is di- 
vided, half going to Westlake, and the 
and into 


the market-gardening region beyond, 


where it is used for irrigation. Echo 
Park lake holds enough water to sup- 
ply all the demands made upon it for 
a week, even if the fresh supply were. 
cut off for as long a time as: that. 


Therefore the break, even if two or/ 


_ three days are required to repair it, 


is not a grave matter. With the turn- 
ing on again of the supply the lakes 
will soon be full as usual. 

One feature of the situation is that 
ereat difficulty was experienced in 
finding. laborers. Collector Ryan spent 
all of Thursday night ransacking the 
cheap lodging-houses for men. Every- 
where he was told that there are now 
very few unemployed men in the city.

NEW YORK TAX RATE. The Fi- 
nance Committee of the New York City 
Council and Board of Aldermen lost 
week fixed the tax rates for the several 
boroughs of the Greater New York. The 
rates are as follows: Manhattan and 
Bronx, 2.4804; Brooklyn, 2.36424; Queens, 
3.27445; Richmond, 2.42373. The tax rate 
for the old city of New York last year 
was 2.01. The average in New York is 
a good deal higher than the rate in 
Tos Angeles ts to be. Considering the 


fact that this is a new city of small 
population as compared to New York 
our rate is not high. But in view of 
the average handling of taxes by the 
municipal offici«'s of most cities, prob- 
ably the proper view to take is that in 
New York tax payers are robbed, and 
that in Los Angeles we are fortunate 
by comparison. 


COMMERCIAL. 


COFFEE-SUGAR WAR. The claim 
that the sugar-coffee war between the 
American Sugor Refining Company on 
the one hand and Arbuckle Brothers cn 
the other has not ended is confirmed by 
the action of the latter firm in issuing | 
a circular this week in which they ask 
the support of wholesale grocers. This 
not forthcoming, says Bradstreets, it 
is thought that the Arbuckles will ap- 
peal direct to retail dealers, thus cut- 
ting off middlemen’s profits. 


TRUSTS IN TEXAS. The Secretary 
of State of Texas has refused to grant 
a permit to a West Virginia corpo- 
ration to do business in Texa., on the 
ground that the laws of Texas forbid 
the formation of a domestic corpora- 
. tion by a foreign corporation. “I can- 
not conceive,” says he, ‘‘that the State 
of Texas, in providing for the creation 
of domestic corporations and. in pro- 
viding for the admission to this State 
of foreign corporations, intended to 
grant to foreign corporations rights 
and privileges not granted to her do- 
mestic corporations, or to permit for- 
eign corporations to operate in this 
State whose existence and formation 
in another State are in clear contra- 
vention of the principles on which she 
recognzes the proper existence of a 
eorporation, and on which, as a mat- 
ter of policy. she consents to create 
corporations.”’

The quantity given in the fiscal year 
1898-99 represents what has been sent 
Since the occupation of Manila by our 
troops. An advance statement of the 
exports of distilled spirits to Manila in 
the same vear shows that none was 
sent in 1897 or 1898, but in the fiscal 
year, June 30, 1899, the total reached

At the 
recent inscriptions of Sumatra tobacco 
at Amsterdam there were hardly 2000 
bales in all that were sited to the 
American market.

Stocks of other 
wrappers and seconds, both American 
ond Cuban grown,:-are notoriously de- 
Pleted. Therefore it is reasonable to 
expect high prices for leaf tobacco of 
g00d quality. However, sound sensé 
should be used by the grower in fixing 
the price of his product.

COINAGE STAMP DOES NOT FIX 
VALUES. Copper coins weighing 250 
tons were received in New York City 
from India this week. The coins will 
be melted over for refining purposes, 
as they are imported as copper scrap, 
It is explained thst the coins are worth 
more as copper than as coins, with the 
price cf copper standing at or about 
the present value of 18.50 for lake. 
The statement is made that when cop- 
per stood at 10 cents there was a 
profit in coining for the Indian gov- 
ernment, ‘but conditions are now 
changed by the prices ruling for cop- 
per. It is said that the copper coins 
of China can also be imported and 
melted into copper at a profit.

Bradstreet’s Review, 
TED PRESS NIGHT REVPORT.} 
NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Bradstreet’s tomor-

dustry in an  unnrecedented midsummer 
volume. Especially indicative of this are 


the continued very heavy bank-clearings re- 
turns, largely-increased railroad earnings, 
reflecting a traffic in grain and merchandise 
gencrally far in excess of a year ago; re- 
ports of activity in numerous lines of manu- 
facturing industry, notaviy in all branches 
of iron and steel and kindred lines, woolen 
goods, hoots and shoes and cotton goods 
and advices from leading markets of a sat- 
isfactory opening of the regular fall demand 
with heavy shipmenst of goods on orders. 
With the exception of good products, the 
price situation is generally one of main- 
tained strength, advances being most nu- 
merous in the line of manufactured goods 
or In raw materials, for manufacturing in- 
dustry. Cereals are all lower on the week, 
refecting the generally favorable crop out- 
look and also some indifference as regards 
foreign buying of wheat, though the export 
demand for corn has been apparently stim- 
ulated by recent price reactions. All classes 
of iron and steel are either firmly held or 
tending upward, notable in this respect be- 
ing all grades of pig-iron and steel rails, 
Structural material and bar iron and steel. 
Other metals are rather quieter, and tin 
shows some reacticn from the high price 
reached last week. Wool is still moving up- 
ward in sympathy with improved demand 
for the manufactured article, but buying is 
more closely confined te manufacturers, 
Speculative dealing being apparently less 
noticeable. Cotton is steady, pending fur- 
ther developments in the crop situation. 
The anthracite coal trade ennears to he 
well under control and advances are re- 
ported maintained.

PUZZLE OF POISON, GASTRITIS O 
STOMACH-PUMP. | 


Trial of the Squab Poisoning Case 
the Recorder’s Court—The 
Doctors Differ and the Court 
Wraits—Two Rails Laid by the 
‘ Terminal Railway. 


PASADENA, Aug. 4.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The City Recorder has taken to his 
pillow a novel and a puzzling question. Was 
Mrs. Bubach’s stomach-ache produced by 
poisoned squab or gastritis? This problem is 
complicated with legal conundrums relative 
to a woman's right to strew poison on her 
own front yard and her liability for any con- 
sequences which may result if a neighbor's 
piecons feed on it, The case of George M. 
and Minnie C. Bubach against Biward 8. and 
Daisy Crump was tried before the Recorder 
this afternoon. Plaintiffs alleged that Mrs. 
‘Crump sprinkled poison over her yard with 
evil intent; that their son’s pigeons. ate 
thereof and communicated the poison to their 
young; that Mrs. Bubach ate of the squabs 
and was poisoned thereby to the extent that 
she was made very ill and suffered griev- 
ously. She asked for $299 damagces. 

Mrs. Bubach is a very pale woman in spec- 
tacles, who told a long story to the court. 
She cooked those. squabs herself and tasted 
the gizzards to see that they were done. 
While at the dinner table, on that 18th day 
of May, she was attacked with nausea and 
vomiting, and she was in great distress for 
a long time afterward. er friend, Mrs. 
Markhem, who dined with her, also experi- 
enced the evil effects of the poison, she tes- 
tified. She complained mostly of a drowsy 
feeling, which lasted a day and a half. 

Mrs. Crump, a rosy young lady in a bicycle 
skirt, told the court that her neighbor's 
pigeons had bothered her beyond endurance, 
and she had warned the Bubachs of her in- 
tention to put out poison for the birds. She 
admitted thet she did put out the poison, but 
claimed that if the Bubach pigeons came over 
and ate it, the fault was not hers, after she 
had notified the Bubachs of her purpose. 

Dr. Fellows of Los Angeles testified for 
Mrs. Bubach that her symptoms were those 
of strychnia poisoning. Dr. W. B. Rowland 
of this city testified that he took one of the 
poisoned squabs to a chemist, who found 
strychnine in the flesh. The defense con- 
ceded that strychnine was the poison they 
used. They summoned, however, Dr. Van 
Sivck, who gave his opinion that the symp- 
toms described by Mrs. Bubach were not 
those of strychnia poisoning, which is not 
usually accompanied by nausea. He said that 
Mrs. Bubach’s sufferings might have been 
caused by gastritis, from which she had lon 
suffered. It appeared that her stomach ha 
been pumped out twice previously. Lawyer 
Sutton, counsel for the defendant, went into 
the medical jurisprudence of the case with 
the enthusiasm of an expert, arguing that if 
Mrs. Bubach was poisoned at all, her symp- 
toms plainly showed that it was arsenical 
and not strychnia poisoning, and that as far 
as negligence was concerned, all the negli- 
gence was on the part of the Bubachs, who 
had let their pigeons stray into the Crumps’s 
yard after they had been warned that poison 
was to be spread for them. Attorney Gibbs 
for the plaintiff pooh-poohed at the idea that 
the poison taken in by his client could have 
had any other source than poisoned squab, 
and he quoted many precedents to show that 
the courts had held people putting out poison 
or traps on their premises liable for damages 
to others. The court took the case under ad- 
visement and is deep in the study of the ef- 
fects of different poisons, as well as the law 
relating to such cases. It will be several 
days before a decision is anncunced. 


JUG-HANDLE TRIAL. 


The ejectment suit of Nellie A. S. Drain 

ainst J. P. Gonner came up befofe Justice 

erriam today. It had ceased to be an 
ejectment suit, however, as the defendant 
had vacated the premises in dispute at the 
corner of California street and Moline ave- 
nue. Mrs. Drain claimed that $50 was. que 
her from Mr. Gonner for rental and 2- 
sides for damages done to her property. She 
alleged that he dug up the lawn to plant 
beets and cabbages, and that owing to his 
reckless desire to raise garden truck he had 
trimmed down the orange trees to’ mere 


sticks to let the sun shine throrgh, in addi-— 


_ tion to destroying her flower beds, and so on. 
In his answer to the complaint, appended to 
the t, Mr. Gonner averred that he owed 
the plaintiff nothing, but she was indebted 
to him in the sum of $50 for work he did on 
the place. When the hour for trial came 
neither the defendant nor his attorney ap- 
peared. After a long wait the court pro- 
ceeded to hear the plaintiff's side of the case. 
Mrs. Drain told all about the trees, the mar- 
@uerites, the pansies, the sweet violets, 
sweeter than all the rosgs, and the biack- 
berry bushes, which she gaid the tenant had 
pulled up and darted off to make room fer 
onions. C. H. Rhodes tegtified that the prop- 
erty had been injured at least $500, and other 
witnesses testified in a similar vein. Not a 
word was said for the defendant, who had 
forgotten the trial or ae to ignore it. The 


court reserved his decision.

SPUR. 


Direct Transportation from the Oil 
Region—Alleged COattle Thieves

SANTA ANA, Aug. 4. —[Reguler Corre- 
spondence.] The Santa Fé Railroad Company 
has decided to construct a spur from R‘ch- 
field, near the mouth of the Santa Ana 
Cafion in this county, north to the company’s 
oi! wells in the northern portion of the 
county. The building of this spur has been 
contemplated for several years, but property- 
owners in that section of the county protested 
so vigorously against the invasion of the rail- 
road company that the building of the road 
has been postponed from time to time. Now, 
however, the railroad company has taken the 
bit in its teeth and proposes to force the 


road through. Acting along this line, the 
company today throvegh its attorneys filed 
an action ‘n the Superior Court of this 
county egainst W. H. Bailey, the Olinda 
| Ranch Company, the San Francisco Savings 
Union, Edward B. Pond of San Francisco, 
Henry C. Campbell of Los Angeles, the Rich- 
field O11 Company, the Anaheim Union Water 
Company, the Union Trust Company of San 
Francisco, Easton, Eldridge & Co. of Los 
Angeles, and others, all owners of land along 
the proposed route of the road from the 
mouth of the cafion to the oH wells, to con- 
demn a right-fo-way for railroad purposes. 
At the present time, and for some years past, 
the railroad company has had to haul the 
oil from the wells to Richfield, a distance of 
four miles. The oil product on the lands of 
the Santa Fé Company has increaseé so much 
recently that the company realizes the neces- 
sity of getting a line of road direct to the 


wells.

Artesian Wells to Be Protected. 
After Riverside’s Scalp. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 4.—|Kegular 
Correspondence.} Less than half a hundred 
citizens gathered in Justice ‘ihomass 
courtroom last evening in response to a call 
to take some action to relieve the water 
situation. 

President Hanford of the City Board of 
Trustees called the meeting to order. wr.

Davis secretary. Dr. Dickey stated the obd- 
ject of the meeting to be to see what could 
be done to prevent the draining of the arte- 
sian wells of the city for the benetit of out- 
siders. The trouble was precipitated last 
week, when the uncapping of some wells 


in the southeastern part of town, leased by 


| the Riverside Water Company, was followed 


by the drying up of wells that have long 
been depended upon to furnish an ample 
supply of water in the central portion of 
the city. Judge Rolfe, Jonn Martin, wmery 
Tyler, Martin Logsdon. County ‘Tregsurer 
Boren and Ed Katz spoke. “A sori of pre- 
liminary organization was effected and the 
way paved for the collection of funds with 
which to wage a legal battle against the 
Riverside company. The chairman was in- 
structed to appoint e committee of five with 
full power to act in the matter. ‘Trustee 
Hanford thought there ought to be at Icast 
100 men in the city, each of whom would 
subscribe $50 or »... to deefnd their prop- 
erty.

“The fight is not with 
Riverside,’’ he said, “but with »veonle right 
bere at home; With local veople who tink 
wells and sell the product abroad.

Roiversize 
fused to make enswer. denvinz 
jurisdiction of the court. Judement 
was entered in favor ef San Diego, 


and it is this judgment which has ‘Just 
been affirmed.
